□ The prior art fails to teach an apparatus of Claims 1,11 and 21 that 
specifically comprises the following: 

- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and 
the invention patented in Pat. No. US 6,735,244, US 6,714,529, US 
6,654,431, US 5,365,470, and EP 0912023A1. The improvement 
comprises " each of the plurality of demodulators is configured to 
demodulate a data signal having a different one of the plurality of 
frequency bands of the multi-tone, multi-band signal, and is 
configured to utilize a different sampling rate, each demodulator 
includes a discrete Fourier transform module and at least two of the 
plurality of demodulators have different discrete Fourier transform 
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sizes ," as recited in combination with other limitation as claimed in 
Claims 1,11 and 21, respectively.
